One! individual mas killed in the shooting and the 
6wner of the establishment mas allegedly injured seriously. 

The individual mho mas killed mas identified as DAVID CAUGHLIN, - 
age 37, of ‘Cairo, ‘Illinois, mho mas shot mhen he ment to the aid 
of the owner of the tavern CHARLES THOMPSON. According to the 
nems THOMPSON, approximately 50 years of age, operated the Hub 
Lounge in Cairo. 
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On May 10, 1966, the Alexander County Grand Jury, 
Cairo, Illinois, indicted PAUL BAYKOWSKI and VINCENT GENDRON 
on murder charges. JOHN ANSELHO and JAMES STEPHENS were 
charged with aiding and abetting in connection with above 
murder charges. These charges resulted from a shooting 
occurring on April 13, 1966, at the Hub Lounge in Cairo, 
Illinois, when a customer was shot and killed. This 
customer was DAVID CAUGHLIN, a Cairo hoodlum. CHARLES 
THOMPSON, owner and operator of the Hub Lounge, was shot 
three times but survived. A trial continuance has been 
obtained in connection with the above indictments until 
October, 1966. The defendants are endeavoring to ob¬ 
tain a change of venue.

ENGLAND of East St. Louis* Illinois, found 
guilty of income tax evasion 6/27/66. ENGLAND 
reportedly closely associated with WORTMANs. 
RICHARD DAVID ROBINSON, PAUL EDWARD ROBINSON, 
and AMOS LANE BRIDGES, known WORTMAN associates, 
indicted by Federal Grand Jury, East St. Louis, 
Illinois, on 9/19/66 for WSTA violation.
